I have an Argonaut 515 that I still consider to be the ne-plus-ultra 
of QRP rigs. I've always wondered about a peculiar symptom however: 


On CW transmit, the panel meter slams the right post whenever the 
meter select switch is in the "S" meter setting. Likewise, the meter 
slams the post on power levels greater than 2-watts with the meter 

in the "FWD" position. Because of this, I find myself leaving the 
meter select switch in the "REV" mode during a QSO. 


Upon reviewing the schematic, I found no adjustment for the "FWD" 
indicator circuitry. I do have a fix in mind, but since the rig is in 
new, out-of-the-box condition, I hesitate to tamper with it. 


The first option consists of adding a biased switching transistor 
based on the unit's transmit logic voltage to the "S" meter tap of the 
switch. On transmit, the "S" meter would be inoperative. A second 
transistor could then be used to limit the "FWD" reading. 


The second option is an offshoot of an idea taken from a major 
broadcast equipment supplier. To protect their expensive Siam 

VU meter movements, they employ two LEDs, back-to-pack in 
parallel across the meter terminals. Any voltage above the 

LEDs threshold allows current to be diverted into the diodes 
rather than through the meter movement. The LEDs actually 

begin to light with a grossly mis-adjusted fader on the mixer. 

In my application, I'm considering the use of two Shottkey diodes 
in place of the LEDs. Wire wrapping them to the meter posts 
would allow for a quick return to the original circuit. 


Any thoughts from other 515 users?

Well, after the announcement of yet another group buy, I ordered the MXM 20 
Mtr xcvr 

kit, and have been waiting for it to arrive. Got home tonight and saw no box 
from the 

mail person...disappointed again. After about an hour or so, the xyl said 
that she had a box for me, "what is it?" being the next utterance. A kit, of 
course, says I. She says that she will have to continue working to support 
my hobby.What an understanding wife! 


Anyway, I opened it up whilst listening with one ear for the FOX. The case 
is already 

assembled with two screws with all the parts inside it, packed in peanuts. 
There are 7 bags; IF Section, Xmtr parts, RF Section, Variable Caps, the 
board, a hardware pack 


and the instructions. Nice packing, to say the least. The case is aluminum. 
5 1/2" wide, 6 5/8" deep and 2 1/2" high. The board itself is 4 7/16" by 3 
11/16", so I may 

find a smaller case, if the final assembly permits. 


The board itself is nicely done, although not through plated. Screen 
registration is 

good, and the markings are very clear. There are only two torroids to wind, 
so not too bad. Instructions are complete, and they tell you to build, align 
and test in sections; first the IF section, then the RF section, and finally 
the transmitter section. One slight drawback, from my perspective anyway, is 
that there is no clear listing of what parts are in each section. In the IF 
section there is a phrase "install and solder all resistors except R26 (to 
be fitted later)". Assuming that the different sections are somewhat closely 
grouped on the board, it isn't too difficult to find what you need 
toinstall, as the instructions on the later sections do tell you which 
resistors and capacitors to install, so the process of elimination plays here. 


Assembly goes quickly, but the glare of the lamp on the solder traces can be 
wearing. I have the IF section completed and will go on to alignment/testing 
this weekend. 


Not to drag this out, the kit compares with the NorCal and OHR kits I have 
done, and, 

although the instructions say that it is only for the experienced builder, 
most anyone with some kits under their belt would be able to do it. I can! 


So, I will soon have another qrp rig, and more experience with kits of other 
designers. 


I have no interest in MXM other than that of looking for stuff to build and 
play with.

I'd been thinking about replacing the 10k tuning pot on my NC40A since I built 
it -- especially since its max resistance was below 10k which was limiting my 
tuning spread. Well, I finally ordered a 10 turn precision pot (Mouser 
4#594-53411103) and installed it last night. It was an easy job -- I clipped 
the old one out (rather than trying to desolder it), put 3 puddles of solder on 
the top-side pads, and soldered the new wires on. It was necessary to slightly 
enlarge the front plate hole. About an hour and half job taking my time. What 
a difference! No more werrbly sounds while tuning thru a signal, more spread 
(for my specific problem), and where I used to have to tune ever so slowly or 
I'd overshoot a signal, I now have a good 90 degree or more tuning area. The 
pot has a very light and raspy feel to it. And it is a precison pot -- I 
measured 10 hz resolution before installing it. Its $11 that I don't think 
you'll regret spending. 


Thanks to the "72 Newsletter" author who discussed various pots and gave me the 
motivation to make the change, and to the list member who mentioned that RS had 
their solder suckers at half price (though the tip was to narrow to help 
desolder the old pot).

Jay and Jim, 


I had a chance to dig a little into the archives. First of all, recent issues 
of the ARRL Antenna Book devote an entire chapter to loop antennas. In the 
one I have at hand (16th Edition), Chapter 5 is the loop section and has a 
good discussion of small loop antennas. The Bibliography at the end of the 
chapter lists a number of references in both professional and radio amateur 
literature. Please note that the loops I'm referring to here are electrically 
small loops, generally less than 0.1 wavelength, sometimes referred to as 
"magnetic" loops. And furthermore clsoe to earth they work best when 
vertically polarized. Conventional loops (one wavelength) are different and 
should be horizontally polarized for high angle radiation. 


Several that stand out in my memory are: 


1. K.H. Patterson, "Down-To-Earth Army Antenna," Electronics, Aug 21, 
1967, pp 111-114. The article I referred to in my earlier post. Crude stuff 
but it tells the Army's reasoning in looking at the loop. 


2. T. Hart (W5QIR), "Small, High Efficiency Loop Antennas," QST, June 1986, pp 
33-36. Not bad, basis for much of the amateur work in this area. 


3. T. Hart, Small High Efficiency Antennas Alias The Loop, Melbourne FL: W5QJR 
Antenna Products 1985. An interesting book by the author of the QST article 
cited as reference 2. 


Building small loop antennasis not for the faint of heart. They combine both 
extremely low radiation resistance (often only tenths or hundredths of an ohm) 
with high voltage. To maintain efficiency, extreme care is needed to keep 
losses to an absolute minimum. But the potential benefit is very small, high 
efficiency antennas. 


For NVIS use, loops used on mobile platforms have several potential 

advantages becasue they produce both high and low angle radiation. The high 
angle radiation is good for NVIS where you use ionospheric propagation. This 
is where mobile whips are poor. Their radiation is mostly at low angles which 
are of no use for NVIS. However the loops also have substantial low angle 
radiation that is good for close-in ground wave propagation. 


The articles listed, along with others from QST (by noted QRP author Doug 
DeMaw) give excellent guidance. Another help is some software that is often 
reproduced in Radio Amateur public domain collections. Two programs namely 
NEWLOOP and NULOOP allow easy calculation of loop parameters. The ones I know 
of are IBM PC based, but I wouldn't be surprised if Mac version exist also. 


The Ted Hart book has some good info on oddball loops incuding some discussion 
of another class of small loops that the author calls "Transmission line 
antennas." These are the sort of loops that may be practical on larger 
vehciles for mobile use. 


I recommend the Hart book because it has more depth of coverage than the other 
material. Of course no ham should be without the ARRL Antenna Book! 


The usual disclaimers apply. I have no interest in either the ARRL or Hart 
Antenna Products other than being a satisfied customer.
